All of llu^se estiiblishmentHhavea 
jn'ocess of their own for the nmiin- 
f. 'let ore of these wond(>rfiil projec- 
tiles, and at lensl mie of them paid, 
at the sii^')j;est ion of the Oi'diniinee 
lioard, flnt sum of i!lt(;o,0(JO to nn 
Knjrlish .syndicrate for a l-'remdi 
process. It. is only within t he lust 
half do/,eii ,\<t'ars t.liatoiir mills ha\'(> 
beati'U the world in the p(>nelral- 
iiiff [lower of proj(»cliles. Some of 
tlM> (•iivernment tesLs nt thi^ Indian 
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llejid provin;; {ground have shown 
wonderful r(*siilts, which oiitflit. to 
nslonish the world if the HjfhtiiiK 
iiatiiMis heeded anylliiu;; like Van- 
ke«i (witerjirise. 

The lirst reipiii'emenis of the 
Ordnance Hoard ii. few years afio 
were that when liriMl wit h siilTlcient 
velocity the armor piercing pio.j<'c- 
tiles should perforate, iinln'ok(>n, 
an (U'diimiy steel armor plat<>, oil 
ti-mpcred and annealed, of a thick- 
nesH e<pial to a caliber and an 
ei)4h(.h. 

It is a matter of record and 
should be a sub,jr>el ot eonnrat iila- 
iion that the loss frcnn s|)oiitaneous 
bri^a.kin^' of armor-iiiercin^' proje<'- 
liles intid(^ in this country has been 
almost nolhinji;, showint^ that the 
shot and slndln after tr<^alinent are 
fret> from strain and thus able to 
produce th«! maximum elTectt on 
im|ia<^l on an amor plate. It. is 
also shown tliiit in most, of the 
nuinnla<'t(n'i<is of projectiles that 
su<'c<(ss is rr«ached by the careful 
sele(;t.ion of material and th<-perfc(-t 
treatment, so that results <-aii lai 
ptodncetl with e<>rtainy and inii- 
fcH-rnily. Kor instance, shell No. 
TidO"' can be fired with ((xact ly the 
same ma^niliceiit succt^sN at ManillR 
as No. lOrt at Mataii/.iis. These 
ij»roJ(<c'til(>s are ree<ir<l br(*akers, iind 
the reeoril is invariably the same. 

In perioral inj; llarvey-treated 
plal>(>s of ni(d<el Hteel, oil-har<lened 
and annealed, the shell displaces 
the metal lirst toward the front or 
face of the plnle, prodn<'inK there- 
on a frimt btil^e or fringe around 
the hob) made by lh<^ projectile. 
This n<)W t<» tin* front continues 
until the resistan<'e of \\w flow to 
the back is less than to the front, 
wln^n the metal is dis|»laced to- 
ward the back of till' plate, pro- 
ducing a back biil^re, which, if the 
shell is ;;iioil enoii^:h, is afterward 
jterforated by the shell. 

In the ease of j)ro|)erly face- hard 
ened |)lates there is no front bul^e 
and no friuKc aioniid the hole maile 
by the shot. All of the melitl must 
be displaced toward the reiir. 

It is said that there Ih no plate 
in use<in any of the oldei vessels 
of the Spanisli navy which can 
withstand <nir |)erfeet jirojeoliles, 



and most of the more nu»dern ships 
of the enemy have plates which 
can bivjjiereed easily b.> onr shiiis' 
Kuns usin« the American piojec- 
lil(\s. Our mills are able to pro- 
duce metallic chromium, about itC 
per cent, pure metal, by secret jno- 
ees,ses now in use here. Hy the 
ii.se of this metiillic chromium the 
iny;i)ts for shells can lie made of al 
most any desired chemical composi- 
tion with ii.b.solnle certainty. In- 
deed, nearly nil of the new Aineri- 
ciin shells of the (J-inch caliber are 
able to pierc(> pbites one and one- 
sixth calibei's thick, which is above 
the government reipiirements. 
O'lr wonderful project ilesrejnesent 
the defensive slrenf;th of the 
achiexements in ollensive warfare. 
The iirmor plnle of the enemy is 
cleiirly |)enetraiile ; hence our sea 
power is iriesistible. Tests made 
not lon^ ajj;o showed yards from a 
new Hl-inchffun aKainst an IS-inch 
('arneK:ie armor plate, liurst the 
pliite in foni pieces and buried it- 
self in the sand bank behind the 
plate and frame. While tin; shot 
was broken in pieces, its head re- 
mained whol(>. 

It. is found that the chaij>(> of ex- 
plosive in a shell is not as import- 
ant as the iicnelratiii},' power of the 
projectile, (bie humli'ed pininds 
of emmeiisile or other hiyli power 
powdei' will tear things to pieew* 
just as well as twice that ijuantity 
- -that is to say, thcdestrucliveness 
of on(> tiiindred )iounils of hi^h ex- 
plosive or even jjooil i)rismiitie 
powder is sullieient to harm the 
enemy terribly. The $;ovei'nment 
tills all its own sIicIIm, and tin re 
ju-obably will never be a i)eriod 
when ex|)eiiinents will cease. The 
i;i-incli semi-armor piercinjj Nhellh 
have been found to peiuMrate far 
enonuh to allow the binslin;; to be 
suffieieiitly inside to make them 
most formidable weapmis of war- 
fare, (■hai'sred with lifty pounds of 
powder, these shells wiudd (>x|)lode 
when about half way throii^di the 
tunnir jilale of an enemy's ship and 
c.'inse tremendous ilesi ruction. 
They could pierce seven or ei;jht 
iiu'lies of solid armor in any I'ase. 
Weak walled shells have bei'ii dis- 
i-ariled by onr niivy department as 
utterly failing to nnM>t the demands 
of the a^e of invention and enter- 
prise. 

In the iimmnnition tests, so-cnll- 
ed, it lias been found that all of the 
shells of American nmnufacture 
are perfectly functioned jind al- 
wayH reliable. The experinuuits 
show thill the service* iiereussion 
fuse is accurately' adjusted, es- 
peeiall.v in the live-inch shells, to 
ciiri'X Ihioilfih the aiinoi plate of 
an enemy's vessel and to expode 
about ten feet in the rear. This is 
always what is wanted and insures 
the explosion of the shell in the in- 
terior of the ship if it j'els tl^ronnh 
the armor. 

In a shon> battery a l'^-incll 
breechloiidinn steel rifled cannon 
will take a charK<' of at lea,st 150 
poumls of brown prismatic powder, 
hut on bo.'iril ship the same caliber 
nun would not use svich a heavy 
ihaifje. ('onse(|nently the* ranye 
fi'om a shore battery is nsnally 
jLTieater than from a ship's deck. 
The land gun can be elevated mnch 
more than the ^run on board the 
VM'ssel. 

It is now- elaimeil that the H inch 
^:uns on board sh^i are the most 
serviceable, all things beiiin con- 
sidered. Theii- ianjj«> is snflb'ieut- 
ly >i;i'<'"'t "u* iKMietratiiiK |)ower 
ample and the exploding shell will 
destroy any ship it strikes. Some 
of the project iles for these jjiins 
cost *I00 to r^OO <>aeh, and the 
charjje of |)owder, fuse, etc., is 
nearly as much more. It is said 
that the naval authorities, from 
the reports received from the Manihi 
bill tie, and confirmed in the ojiin- 
ion that the .'^-inch nun is the per- 
fect tyi)e for use on boaid slii|). 
They say its ellb-iency is irreater, 
aci'oidinii If*, the cost, than any 
otli(>r sizi' of rifle made, and it is 
easily served and can be placed on 
many vessels which cannot, stand 
anvthiiiR heavier. -Wdshiiii/tnn 
Sliir.

Doubledless there ai*e hundreds 
of readers of the .Toitrnai, scattered 
over the country and out of it, who 
can proudly say that they were 
present ai the World's Fair, a few 
years ago. With the aid of a ple- 
thoric pocket book, perchance, they 
b)ok in rides in the genuine Veiu'- 
lian imjiorted gondolas, or electric 
launches, lode camels in the famous 
mid-way, and paid twenty-five cents 
for sandwiches. Hut what has be- 
come of the " White City " that en- 
tranced thousands of visitors y 
What has become of the Administra- 
tion liuildinsr, the gem of the whole, 
of the Manufacturers, of the State 
and l-'oreign buildings? Fii-e has 
played havoc with the greater 
pari of tliein, and where it failed to 
do ils work, the pick has done the 
rest. Only a few btiildings re- 
main of this magnitieent conception 
of architect and builder. The Field 
Cobimbian Mu.senm alone remains, 
and in its walls are garnered a 
thousand souvenii-s of the World's 
Fair, augmented by many latter 
collections, till it is one grand 
i)bject-le.s.son in natural histin-y, 
anthropology, zoidogy, etc. There 
is a room specially devoted to 
ColnmbuN. It api)ears thai no two 
poi traits of him are alike, while the 
relics |)erlaiiiiug to him are very 
valuabie, one can spend hours 
here alone. Around the mu.scuin 
is the <Ternian building as it stood 
during the World's Fair. The huge 
globe is tliei-e still, but though so 
enoi inous as to cause a New York 
visitor say he never saw the eipial 
of it before, it can be ojierated by 
a child of ordinary slniigth. Ke- 
freshments and cold drinks are 
served here, though it is safe to say 
at Utwer prices, but the famous 
(b'rman band that arrayed in white 
mililaiy unifai in was a conspicuous 
feature tlu'ii, is absent. Some dis- 
tance oil' yiui can see the three 
shii>s, made to represent those of 
Columbus, anchored in a IagiH>n, 
and the La Rabida building. The 
wooded island with its odd .la panose 
buildings is there .still. It is a 
plea.sure to ride around the roman- 
tic spot either by wheel or i\)wing 
boat, while picnic parties are to be 
found there every day. The park 
is being inipi>oved all the time with 
grass and sidevv.alks, 'and promises 
to lM>conie the finest parlc in the 
Wi'sl. At night its beiudies along 
the lake are occuiiied by people, 
while thou-sands of lighted wheels 
come and go by Midway Plaisanie 
— now all grass and M>ads, connect- 
ing the lake park with Washington 
Park and it.s (>ight hundixvl acres, 
Hlessed be the owner of a wheel 
for he can see a Ihousjind things 
not dreamed of by the pedestrian. 

The meeting of Indians — Choc- 
laws, Sioux, Ogalallas, etc., at ()- 
maha this week, must haveaspe<ual 
inteiH'st toall interested in the study 
of ,\iilhropology. Dr. Fay, of 
Washington, is a nieinl>er of the 
society. Wonder if he will be 
present. Hy the way, Mr. Weller 
writi's home from Alaska that he 
had no trouble carrying on eonvei- 
.sation in signs with the Indians 
there, much lo the suiprise of his 
companions. The latter explained 
that by catching fish and smoking 
them they manaL'<'' • ' '•• <> all 
winter on them. 

Is printiiur playeu out \' i iiis is 
suggested by a remark of Mr. 
Kdwards, an expert printer, who 
has woiked on the leadiug dailies of 
Indianapolis and St. Iiuui.s, and 
taken to tin-making. I have 
looked the mat t(>r over ean^fnlly in 
Chicago, and presiMil my views 
from a pr.ietioal point of view.

The conclusion, ap- 
parently, should bo that mute 
pri litem have no show <m the 
dailies. On the other hand I find 
many mutes still earning a liveli- 
hood al the iirinling trade, thus : 
W. H. Wayman has steady employ- 
ment on the Gnicer, a weekly. 
Mr. Kleinhans is foreman and 
printer on the Drvoand Oil Jifneir, 
with Mr. Hunter as a.ssistant. Mr. 
Colby is employed on Ihe Ln/al 
Nors: Fred. Haars has a stedily 
position in the Chicago' University 
Printing Oflice, having giadiiateil 
in the .Ioi'knal, oflice, where he 
won a prize for rapid type-sf tting. 
He does a great variety of work 
such as might be exiw^cted in a 
univei-sity of 'ZMW students. Mi. 
Regensl»erg is no pi inter by trade, 
but with capital and siune experi- 
ence is running a job printing 
oflice with a hearing man. They 
are, evidently, enjoying prosperity, 
judging for the fact that they re- 
moved their oftice from the^lalian 
quarter lo one opposite Ihe Mon- 
adnock building. Perhaps the 
printing instructors of the schools 
should give more Rttentioii lo job 
printing.

In the absence of the Governor, 
f/ieiitenant-ttoverntir Jones spoke 
for the State. AtiKiiiL' (iIIk'i- fhliifjH 
he said : 

" Whih- I know soiiiciliiiig ol ihe 
history of the work which you aie 
carrying on h(> well, .ind of the ap- 
I)roi)riations which art! required to 
keep fiur own institutions in fundH, 
I have no practical knowJedy:e of\ 
your methods of instruction. When 
I was a young man I, Iik« moHt 
lawyers, taught district school i\m<] 
thought it j)retty hard work. I 
don't know what in the worlcj I 
should have done if my piipjlH had 
not )u'A'U able i" li<;ir what I said to 
tliem. 

" I thank (ion ini.j all good men 
and women that this great world of 
ours is tcrowing Im^Ua'T day by day. 
It has always be^ a ftroblem what 
to do with our unfortunates, and I 
thank (»od that yon nn: Kolving 
this problem so well." 

Lieutenant-Governor Jones then 
traced the advance of the public 
school education in Ohio tliiring the 
last forty yt?ars, showing what 
marvellous progress had been mtuJe. 
He closed his address with a conlial 
weleonu! for the tielegates to the 
State of Ohio. 

Dr. K. M. Gallandet, president 
of the convention, math! the ro- 
s[)onse to the addresses of welcome, 
lie expressed in a happy way the 
gratitude felt by himself and the 
whole convention to Superinlen- 
detit Jones and Uy the <!ity of ('o- 
liirnbns for their cordial n^ception 
of their guests. Ife continued : 

" Ohio has a noble way of doing 
things by threes. You ((nve the 
country three grefit generals and 
you have given her three great 
Presitjents." Dr. Gallaudet here 
paid a high tribut-** to I'residetit 
McKinley, which called forth hearty 
an<i continuous a()plause. 

" Generals anil Presidents, how- 
ever, are not the only good things 
that go by threes in Ohio. 'J'his is 
(he thirtl convention which your 
State has held for tht? American in- 
structors t)f the deaf ami wo are 
trebly ind(!bt,ed to you. The CA>n- 
'vention which has opened to-day is 
one of peculiar iiUerest, for this is 
the first time that we have met 
since our .•• irt was full tir- 

gani/,ed and ■ d. 

" I cannot express my gratitude 



to you in any better way than by 
the simple old Anglo-Saxon 
words. "Thank you." 

Superintendent Clarke, of the 
Michigan Institution, said : — 

" Michigan people love and hon- 
or Ohio above all other states save 
their own. Ohio is the mother of 
good things, and we feel that we 
are greatly indebted U> your ex- 
ample for what we Michigan people 
aw' accomplishing. Our first su- 
{Mjrintendent fortnerly taught in 
the Ohio institution, and I feel that 
I am jugtified in claiming that I 
am a grandson of Ohio by adop- 
tion. 

" We have met hero to exchange 
ttur id(!as of the best mothtjds of 
working among the deaf. When I 
first entered the work I felt that wo 
in Michigan knew all that could 
possibly 1)0 known in regard to 
teaching mutes. I went to one 
convention and came back tx) Mich- 
igan fc*5]irig that I was a mere cal- 
low youth, with hardly any know- 
ledge at all of my calling. Every 
one of us, when lie returns to his 
Jiome. will feel bottereil and streng- 
thentjd. Every one will feel that 
his work, if not l)etter and nol)ler, 
is at least more appreciated. 

"Teaching mutes requires the 
utmost patien<!e, skill and tatft, but 
it brings its own rewanl. Of the 
1J71 puitils stwit out from the Mich- 
igan institution, only three are not 
self-supporting, and two of these, 
in addition to l)eing mute, have 
other afflictions. Not one of our 
graduates has ever /been found 
guilty of any felony." 

Mr. Clarke f)aid a sjtlendid tri- 
bute to Superintendent Jones which 
elicited tremendous applause. 

Superintentlent Matthison of the 
School for the Deaf at Helleville, 
Ont., was the next speaker. He 
discribed the work among the deaf 
in Canada, which follows the 



friendships formed at former con- 
ventions. 

President Gallaudet then intro- 
duced Professor White, of Colutn- 
bus, as a repreBcniaiive of the 
general educationtil interests of the 
Stat«5 of Ohio. 

Professor White expressed him- 
self as most lieartily glad that Ohio 
is having tJie honor of entertaining 
the representatives of the noble 
work which is going on throughout 
the wliolo coiUjtry among the tleaf. 
He said further : 

"Some years ago, after a resi- 
dence of 15 years in another stjite, 
I returutsd to Ohio, the state of my 
Itirth. I was saddened to hiarii 
that th<! management of our in- 
stitutions for the deaf and for the 
blintl had come to be looktid upon 
as mere party spoil. It is dilTerent 
now. The best men of Ixitli poli- 
tical parties are agreed that these 
great and noble institutions must 
not bo crippled by changes for 
part,y reasons. No man can learn 
to t-tiach the deaf in one or two 
years, and the welfare of the boy 
and.^'lK! girl pupils in our institu- 
tions must not bo jeopttrdized by 
selT -seeking poliltcriSms, if the time 
ever'again comes when I feel tJiat 
^ho inanagemenit of these institu- 
tions'fh given as party prizes, I for 
one fHidFl not hesil,ate to raise my 
voice and cry out against it." 

. The evt^ning was spent by quite 
a number of the dtdegates in trip- 
I)ing the light " fantastic." Others 
ttilktrd over experiences out under 
the trees. The "Corn Cob" club 
was in evidence in smoking the 



same lines tis that done in the 
llniltid States. Among other 
things, he said : 

" Canada, fair Cana<la, is, to 
my mind, the fairest gem in Bri- 
tain's crown, I am proud of m.v 
country, but I am proud of yours as 
well. I am glatl and proud that 
you are so thoroughly squelching 
the Si)aniards. I hoiie that the 
time with soon come when the petty 
differences of opinion between 
Canadians and oifcizens of the 
United States will l)e l)lotted out. 
Nothing should stand in the way 
of our s((ttling all minor qiuirrels 
and standing shoulder tx> shoulder 
for truth, justice, honor and deaf- 
mute eduoition. 

Mr. Alatthison delighted his 
hearers with many humorous sto- 
ries. 

I'resident Gallaudet introduced 
Superintendent Addison of the 
Sf;liool for the Dtiaf at Glasgow, 
Scotland, as one who hatJ all the 
conservatism of the Scotchman the 
determination of the Englishman 
and the vivacity of the Ameritmn. 

Mr. Addison gave an (exhaustive 
account of the Scotch institution, 
and showed tlmt the Scotch and 
English schools for mutes are not a 
whit less advanced than those of 
America. lie said : 

"The interest in the education 
of the deaf in Scotland is atlvanc- 
ing by leaps and Jtoiinds.- We long 
looked to America for our methods 
of teaching, but wo now believe 
that our work is on a par with 
yours. We, too, have conventions. 
Every two years the teachers of the 
deaf in PJngland and Scotland (tome 
tOifttther for mutual enjoyment and 
improvement." 

Mr, Addison then read this 
papei : 

" National Assoi-inf inn nf Teach- 
ers of the Deirf."

■sent. President Gallaudet road 
ceitAin artichiH of the constitution 
pertaining to membershij) of the 
assticiation and made explanations 
th(!reto. 

Letters of regret for inability to 
be present and expressing heart- 
felt interest ami success of the 
meeting, were read from Messrs. 
Walker, Gillespie, C, S, Perry, 
G. O. Fay, C, W, Ely, Sonor 
Jlomero of Mexico, and Richard 
Elliott, of Kngland. 

I'rof. (iordon expressed regrets 
of Dr. tJillel's non-attendance 
through iiitirmitios of age. Prof. 
Wilkinson for Dr, Poet, Prof. Tale 
for Dr. Noyes, President Gallautbif 
for Dr. I'oiter, Supt. iJurt for Dr. 
Latham, and it was voted that flu* 
secretary wend telegrams to each, 
oxitressive of lUe tionvontion's re- 
grets and well wishes. 

Dr. Gallaudet then read his an- 
nual address. 

The members of the Convention of Am- 
erican Instructors of the Deaf are to be 
congratulated on the assiunbling of the 
convention for the first time as a complete 
legal organisation. 

With a hisliory cjiiverlng forty-five years 
of a mure or less dlHconnectcil and informal 
existence, without charter, conMl.itutloii 
or permanent by-laws, the convention at 
its fourteenth meeting, so-called, held al 
Klint, .Michigan, in July, ISdf), adopted on 
the fiih of that month a conHt.itiition in ac- 
cordance with the terms of which It was to 
contlnniv Three days later the convention 
adopted a resolution authori/.ing the stand- 
ing executive committee "to prepare and 
(lie proper articles of incorporation under 
the laws of and Htate or dlBtrict as It may 
elect," 

(^iiisldering the very broad fleld as t,o 
membership, which tfic convention was 
certjiln ultimately to cover, the committee 
coiKdiided that incorporation by a special 
a<;t of congress won 1(1 be more approiiriate 
and desirable than by authority of any 
State. -Accordingly a bill approved by tlie 
committee was IntrodiK^ed Into congress 
early In tl e regular scission of 1S!l5-Mrt. An 
a(;i:oiint of the progress of tliis bill, of the 
valuable assistance rendered by many 
friends and of Its approval by thel'reHlilent, 
.lanimry 'M, IHII7, was published in the 
A iinolH for Kebruary of that year. 

The charter so granted by congress, a 
cojiy of which will lie communicated in the 
annual reimrt. of the standing executive 
committee, contains iinimtial lllstral jirovl- 
sloiis. No limitation is set as to the 
amount of property the corpoi'Mtlon may 
hold, nor to the period of Its existence ; nor 
yet as to the places where Its business or 
other meetings shall Im» held. 

Hut the most ltn|Mirtant feature of the 
charter Is the regulation by congress of the 
probable value to the public of the proceed 
lugs of the convention in the retjiiirement 
niiute in the last section of the act, thfit the 
association shall report tti (Congress "such 
portions of lis nrm^eedViigs and transactions 
as Its olllccrs shall 



ed the principle of a permanent tenure of 
office during pood behavior in all its de- 
partments, it IS hard to believe thnt the 
schools for the deaf in many of our Slates 
can liavc been allowed to become (lie prey 
of corrupt politicians. I tut since this is true 
with mostniigrantinstances occurring since 
the last meeting of the convention, it woulil 
be criminal neglect to allow the prcsi^nt 
meeting to pass without an earnimt pro- 
test against the recurrence of the 
wrong. Hefori! discussing tliis important 
subject, which is iilHo a dellcale one, for 
reasons which will presently appear, I wish 
to disclaim all personal rellecl ions in under- 
taking to point out the evils of a piwiiicious 
system. For there n re gentliMiien here pre- 
sent who command my highest personal 
iiiid profeMSional esteem, tlie iuiimikm- of 
whose induction into o/Tice has my un- 
(limlided condeinnation. Some of these, 
and notably one whom 1 need not name, liut 
with whom we all come into pleasnnt and 
intimate relations at this meeting, have 
shown ability and (itness for tlicir work to 
such a degree, and have labored so assidu- 
ously t<i supjily the lack of profeHsional 
knowledge with wliich they entered ii))on 
their duties that we can have but one wish 
forthem in tlu! future, namely that their 
appointment may stand as the last of spoils- 
men in connection with si^liools for the 
the deaf ill their res]icirtive States. And I 
think I do not speak inadvisedly tliat lliese 
men woiihl befiuick to condemn, were their 
opinion asked, the systeni under which 
they came into their nresent positions. 

The claim of the politicians in tliis matter 
is one of some plausibility, but its weak- 
ness can lie easily sliowti. 

They argue th'at for the adminlstrat ion 
of tlie alTaiis of a great establishment like 
a school for the (Iciif, the niaiiagement, of 
its tinaiKH's, the piircliasc^ of it« supplies, 
th" selection of its olHcers and agenis, the 
presentation of its interests to the public 
and to the legislature no sp(!cial training in 
the "art of ediiciil ing tliedeaf" is neci^ssa.ry. 
It will be sufru-ient, tlicy claim, to liave a 
principal of the intellectual department 
who is skillful in the sjiecialiy, and he can 
direct the work of (lie sc'liool rooms. 

Althougli ill certain ('iiHeH sui'h arrange- 
ment, under exci^ptiotial favorable condi- 
tions, may have saved a school from (lisas- 
ter, and even attained a fair inensiire of 
success, I am confident no one wlio has had 
a year's experience as I'itlu^r superinten- 
dent or principal iindi^r theweirciiniHtanccs 
will say that the system is an ideal oiii-. 
For surely a superintendent ought to be 
able to Judge for liiinself wlu^tlier liis t.ciich- 
ers are competent for their work or not. 

In short, to place a man lit the liead of a 
school for the <liMif who is not an experieiu^- 
ed spee.ialist, must either degrade anil be- 
little the profession into whicli lie istlirust, 
or iiold him up to the Just ridicule and 
scorn <if an iutelligiiit piililii^ as a <'harla- 
tan. m 

Hut how Is it with the teach<M-s of the 
deaf in the States where the spoils system 
prevails? What inducement has a young 
man of sjiirit and ability to enter a piol'es- 
slon in which he has nothing but llie inse- 
cure position of a subordinate to look for- 
ward toy In the work of educating the 
deiif it is not only important tiial persons 
of more tlian avcuage ability should be si' 
cured as teacluTs. but such persons should 
be retained permanently In the profession, 
and this certainly cannot lie done if the re- 
wards to ambition common to all other 
iiidfessions are in this (iirm^d over to the 
henchnien of political bosses. 

It is not necessary before Booking the 
remedy for this great, evif to make more 
than a passing allusion to the considera- 
tions, which indeed liave bec<iuie household 
words everywhere, that may bo Justly 
urged in favor of civil service reform in 
general. 

None can be found In these days iiut.side 
of the circle of political rings, who deny the 
ini(|iiily and baleful infliieiKte of the sjioils 
system, and if this be admittud In regard 
to the iiiiblic service, generally much more 
strongly must, its apjiliiiation to spc(Maltii'S, 
like theeducatUui in tliedeaf, be condemn- 
ed. What, then, shall be the remeily anil 
how shall it be apjilied Y Hut, before an- 
swering tiu^se ijuestioiih it may be of inter- 
est to know just where the lefiirm is need- 
ed, and there can certainly be no harm in 
naming the States tliat iiavc! traiisgresseil 
in this matter since the last meeting of our 
convention, for they are large enough iind 
old enough to know better. Ami these are 
the States in wliich, since IKifi, appoinl- 
mentS of siipi^rintendeiits of institutions 
for tlie ih^af have liccii made in the inler

In the face of this dark picture 
of wrongdoing, it is encouraging to lie able 
to point to a State which iiKMng scrvi'd ( he 
false gods of [latronage for sc'viral years, 
has turned from its idols, si>l> up an altar t,o 
the merit system, and lias placed on Its 
stat iil(! books laws that removed Its schools 
for the deaf from the arena, of jiolitics for- 
ev(U', I have pl(Misuri;in naming Indiana 
as tli(^ State furnishing this nobli' example, 
anil I venture to hope that those wayward 
sisters which in the past have followec' the 
by-paths with which Inillana wa« once 
familiar, will not be slow to keep step with 
her in the bett,<!r way she has chosen. 'I'he 
remedies of the spoils system as I'onnected 
with the schools for the deaf are not far to 
seek. First, piililic sentiment slioiiM du- 
mand of State ofllclalH that the manage- 
ment of such schools sliould be strictly non- 
jiartisan. Second, to Insure this legislativi- 
enacrtment, or taitter still, constitutiunal 
lirovision to this end sliould be secured. 
And along with tliis reform another may 
be mentioned for which there is need •iii 
certain i|uarters. It is greatly to be de 
jilori'd that certain Stale legislatures have 
lately apjilled the screws of e<'onomy to the 
salaries of odlcers and teiwhers in' schools 
for the deaf. It is hard to believe that such 
a measure would be dematuh'd by the lax 
payers, (-ertainly it would noi; be could 
uiey realize how unjust it is in the first in- 
stance and how certain it will Is' to degrade 
the dignity and diminisli the eltieiency of 
the work of ediuviting I he deaf, liv driving 
ca|ialile titachers oflt of it and bringing in 
that worst of all hmiian agencies in any de- 
partment— cheaii labor. 

It Is with more than ordinary pleasure

Rev. .Job Turner otTered prayer. 
Supei intiMident .lones announood 
that momlM-rs, if they wished, could 
visit tho ronitentiary, 'their badges 
would lot them pass in, but ho re- 
markt^l that he hoped that they 
would not rtMiiain for a delinitc 
period. ll(t also announced that a 
diuuM^ would be given in Hie (even- 
ing at tho Institution. 

Tho Industrial S«»ciii.n Ir.id its 
innings for the morning session. 
Mr. Warren Robinuon was chair- 



man and upon opening the proceed- 
ings he reviewed the growth of the 
manujil training school and how 
great a hand it htid ])liiyi'd in the 
development of tho human race. 
On this subjot^t Dr. C'routor and 
Mr. 'Pillinghast gave their views, as 
tlid also Mr. Wilkinson, of Cali- 
fornia. 

Saporintendonl Ray, of North 
Carolina,, road a |)ai)or on " Trades 
for our Riiiiil Pupils," said lu>: 

" I think that the most conserva- 
tive of us all will r<>!idily admit that 
the trend of our deaf population is 
towaid the towns and cities. 

" Is hot the trade teaching in 
nearly all our schools for the deaf 
of such chiiriciei as to stimulate 
this state of atTairs V 

" Out of fifty-two i)ublic, institu- 
tions which tt^ach triides at all, I 
find thirty-nine teaching printing ; 
thirty-seven, shoe-making ; thirty- 
.scvoii, cabinet-making ; thirteen, 
tailoring ; ten, baking ; nine, gar- 
<l(Wiing, and five farming ; anil not 
one dairying. 

" Mretliron, hall 1 Right, aliout 
face ! Lot us give more thougiit 
to the bread-and-butter side of the 
problem. 

" Does some one say this is im- 
practiciilile ? Why "f .\ie our 
st'hools located in the hearts of the 
cities y Then l(>l us sell out and 
move to tho country, or at^ least,, 
into th(> suburbs, whore we can got 
enough liind for the purpose. 

" For raising fruit, floriculture, 
landscape gardening, dairying, (>tc., 
tho iloft lingers of tho dciif tire 
p(>cnliHrly lilted. 

'• The trades ttitight in tho schools 
a,r(> very good, bill lot us not con- 
line ourselves to thom." 

Suporint<>ntli>nt Chirk n(>xt read 
a paper by Superintendent Uontl- 
ing, of lh(! Wisconsin Miiniial 
Training School, which was in- 
structive and intor<\s|iiig. 

"(tiMioral W^ork in Printing," a 
pap(*r by Fred C. Lawson, of the 
Wis( onsin Times, Dolavan, Wis., 
was road by Mr. Hooker, of 
Iniliana, publisher of "The Silent 
lloosier." 

Sup(>rinlendent Frank D. Clarke, 
of Michigan, re.ad a carefully pre- 
pared papiM' on the siilijecl, "How 
shall the Pujiils' Time bo Divided 
Met ween School and Shoi)s 1*" Tho 
spts'iker said 12 or 13 years was as 
young as a pupil could be put to 
work ill a trade with prutil. Five 
hours a day, or "i!j a wo(<k, were 
found none t,oo long. 

Dr. DoMotte read a paper on 
" Marboring," by William K. Nurse, 
foioman of the shoe shop of the 
Holhnille, C'anada, institution. 

Mr. P. P. Pratt, of tho Flint, 
Michigan, institut(s foad a pa]>or 
on " Shocmaking." 

Dr. I'^ty, of W.ishiipjilon, ojienod 
the discussion of thepapors, speak- 
ing on that of Mr. Ray, to whit'h 
he took exceptions, saying that the 
censuses of 1880 and 18!t0 showed 
that the d«af lived more in the 
country than in tho city. 

W. K. Argo, of Kentucky, spok(> 
of the (lillitMilty of getting good in- 
structors in the trade departments. 
.1. W. Swiler, of Delavan, Wi.s- 
ctmsin, .said machinery had hurt 
the trades of type-sotting and shoo- 
niaking, but that then* wt>r(* good 
opportunities in iron and wood 
trad(>,s. 

A. L. K. CU-outer, of Mt. Airy, 
Pa., spoke with effocl on the not'cs- 
sity of having up todatc imu^hinery 
in the shops, and also of theadvan- 
tiigo in te.'iching tho girls tlress- 
niaking and line sewing. H(> said 
that was the kind Ihtit paid best. 
In this institution ov(>r $10,000 a 
year was expeiiili'd in ili(> (r.uli. il(>- 
partment. 

Normal WOri^ xi.i.-s im- ,n k rniMHi's 

prograinmi>, and was oi»cnod by th(> 
reading of a jnipor by Miss Fannie 
(Jleii, of Mis.-ionri, which she il- 
lustratotl on blackboat'tls. 

Al the close of her paper, Supor- 
iiileiiidoiit .Jones came forward iind 
intrtMluced Hon. L. D. Honebrake, 
state school commissioner, who hail 
unexpt'clcdly visited the con\»Mi- 
tion. Mr. nonebrake spoke in part 
as folh)ws : 

" I confess to ti ci>rtaiii ol(>nnMit 
of strangeness in standing before 
this audience, knowing that my 
talk must bo communicated partly 
by signs instead of being receivetl 
in the ordinary way. 

" I reali/.o that your work is a spe- 
cialty, but our work -speaking as 
tho representative of Hio general 
body of loach(>r8 — is also a spe- 
cialty. It retpiin^s an unusually 
large timoiint of oofnmon sense, a 
larir<' en«lowmoiiti of good health 
and (»f Christian grace, in addition 
to the special jurparation which 
such a profession enljiils. but llie 
general principles of our work are 
the same as thos<> of ytuirs." 

The spt>aker then complimonttMl 
Superinlendont .fon<»s on the suc- 
cess which liati attended his t'fTorts 
since he liatl taken charge of the 
Ohio in.stitution, and tlii> |)rogress 
which it had made under him. 

" What is nettled in e<luoatioii 
abov«» all things," he said, " is a 
stnuig ])crs(umlity, a ponsonality 
which shall impr»>ss tho pu|)il for 
good. Nolhing can be of moi-e 
value to (ho chlhl wlien its mental 
fiabits are fn formation than to 
come into contact with the superior 
ttMidoncios, mental and spiritiuil, 
t)f a suporioi tt<aohor." 

Commonting on the interpreta- 
tion of Ills speech Mr. non(>brake 
said : " I have been much impress- 
ed by tho actions of my fri«>n(l here 



on the left (the interpreter), the 
beauty and grace of his move- 
ment.s, the expression of his coun- 
tenance and the peculiar adapta- 
bility of every motion and ex- 
pression to convoy a thought or 
idea." 

In coneUbsion Mr. Bonebrake 
said : " In the name of tho teach- 
ers of Ohio, I welcome you. Wo 
are gbul to moot you as ti»llow 
workers in tho same great cause, 
and anything good that you can 
get from us you are welcome to. 
In behalf of the 26,000 teachers I 
greet you and venture to express 
the hope that not only may your 
presence lien> be profitable in this 
siilendid institution, but that it 
may bo benoticial to tho greai mass 
of teachers at large, thioiiglioiit 
Ohio." 

Hon. .1. W. Sifttm, insp(\ctor of 
[iublic institut ions foi the Manitoba, 
was then introduced and r«>spoiide(l 
with a few well chosen words. Mr. 
Sifton is now in this country in- 
sptx'ting thu various public state 
institutions on behalf of thogovorn- 
luont of his province, with a view 
to bettering their conduct and 
management. 

"The Canadians," ho said, "are 
only trying to keep ii[i with tho 
advancosinade by the Amorioan«, 
and 1 fiin lice today to learn what 
I can in tho education of the deaf." 

He assurtMl the people of the 
linil.ed States Ihal the people of 
Canada wore heartily in sympathy 
with them in their strngsilo with 
Spain and that all minorditVerciices 
would li(> sunk in the groat cause 
of humanity. 

Dr. (Jallaiidot responded on be- 
half of tlio Americans, assuring 
Mr Sifton that tho Aijieiican wotlld 
ntn'cr be behind the (.'anadians or 
tho Engli*<li in the advaucenient of 
tli<> caus(> of huhianity, or in the 
solution of ihc uroblem of the 
alliano(> of the Vnglo-Saxim race, 
which must .soon come forwjird as 
the savior of the world. 

The most important pajnM- of tlH> 
afternoon was from Professor A 
(L Draper, of th(> (\)lumbia Insti- 
tution, at Washington, 1). C. The 
address was read by Dr. Qalhiudet 
as follows : 

"Of late years the number of 
iloaf teachers employed in American 
schools for the d(>af has decr<<ased 
in proportion of the whole number 
of teachers. 

" Not infret|iienHy ]»rincipa"s of 

schools are conxin 1 ll):il I'eii.iiu 

deaf persons art> 
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than any hearing persons they can 
obtain. Some deaf teachers Imve 
boon and are now employed even 
in pure oral schools and in tho oral 
bninohos of comliineii schools. 

"Alow deaf tcivchers are only 
'hard of hearing ' and their speech 
is nonuiil, a greater number, though 
quite deaf, h.ivo cloar and naturjil 
speech ; many others have .speech, 
n.itural or ac«|ui*«^, of varying de- 
grees of excellence. It is iirobable 
tli.'it the majority of deaf tojicbois 
ii»-America can and do u.so speech 
habitually when in thi> eoinp^inv of 
h(>ariiig persons. 

" I am a deaf tcaclier. .^in-poso 
my objoot is to get clearly before 
the united mind of the cla.ss the 
irrolrigablo tiutli of some geo- 
metric proposition, or to mat;nify 
before them tl^ manhood of Cicero 
and tho miscroaiicy of Cattiliiio — 
surt'iy those lofty aims should not 
be imiierilled by devoting the time 
to i>ra(Mico in lip-reading. 

" Hut when by and by a ]>ortion 
of Ihe hour is given to individual 
instruction, I speak to those voi-sod 
in lil>-roiiding and persist unless it 
apjiears that they quite fail to com- 
preh<>nd the subject ill hand when 
it is lirouglil to them in that way. 

"The great majority of -oral 
tetiohers iire at work in conibint>d 
schools., Somt* of these do not 
know tho manual al[>ha,bet, or the 
sign language. !^^ow, can a true 
t<>aclior (leliberately turn away all 
the power and light that is in him 
from the great iiiaj(n-ity of his class, 
for tli<> single reason that they have 
not b(>en subjeoti'd to his theories? 

" Suppose th(> deaf do meet now 
and then, and, in con.soquence, 
sonn> of thom inter-marry and some 
(leaf children are born ; what 
• hen? Is the sum of unh.nppine.ss 
in tjie world made giH'iiter by th.it 
fact thiin it would b«> by the rigid 
i.solat ion of each of these deaf men 
and women, 
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and the stunting of symjiathy ? 
Scientists may say ' Yos,' but men 
and brethren will say ' No.'" 

Ot her papers rend wore by (Joo. 
M. Toeganlon, of the Western 
Pennsylvania Scluiol, on " \ Sug- 
gestion Concerning tin* I'se of 
Ailapled Stories for tho Deaf." Ho 
advocat<>d the appointment of a 
Committee to arrtinge for tho col- 
lection and publication of stories 
peculiarly adai>lod to the deaf. 

Dr. .Job WillianiH, of Connecti- 
cut, on the " Use of Stories in 
Teaching Language." 

After ncijourning the tlologates 
wore pholograplu'd in a group on 
the front portico hy Pach. The 
SuporinttMidonts and Principals 
wcit> also " Ijikcn " by tliomsolvt>s.

When Helen Keller, the deaf 
dumb and blind girl, first attracted 
the attention of scientists they of- 
fered all sort« of suggestions con- 
cerning (he secret of her percep- 
tion of things about her, and at 
last .settled upon the convicdon 
that she was a genius, and had she 
possessed all her senses w'ould 
have been a world's marvel. This 
theory was easier than to begin to 
believe (hat to l>egin to fully 
(rained, could take the place df 
another which was lacking and ul- 
timately give tho same knowledge 
to the brain. 

As it is now, the sense of sight 
and hearing are culdvated out ^f 
all proportion to the others. 

Hut here is a boy, afllicted in i lie 
same way as Helen Keller, for 
whom nobody claims genius, who 
has not had the constant care of a 
teacher unusually fltt.ed by mind 
iind circumstances for her task, 
and yet this boy has reachetl al- 
most the development of oth(>r 
boys of his age. 

Some years ago ho w.as brought 
(o (he kindergar(eu for the blind in 
B()s(on. He was five years old and 
knew no more than a blind kitlen. 
Now at twelve he can read and 
write and speak, and is an export 
with carpenter's tools, making ob- 
j(K'(.s bef<u-e which average boys of 
twelve would stand helpless. He 
knt^ws the different woods by 
sense of smell. He can (jike 
most intricate locks apart and
